SAN REMO DEBATE. 


Tie Timex, im a leading article to-day, 
says Yesterday's debate adds very little to 
our knowledge of what went on ab San Remo. 
We shall bave a better opportunity of learning 
chat when the Government condescend to 
publish the Notes interchanged with France 
after the French occupation of Frankfurt. The 
area, moral result of the Conference on which 
he Prime Minister rejoices—and bids the nation 
io rejoice with him—is, he tells us, that “‘mis- 
,oderstandings were removed and suspicions 
ispelicd,” so that the alliance is now on a 
fjemer basis than ever, We =a 
hope that this” vesult has, im 
been attained, for we have never 
.waveret ™ our eonviction that upon the 
solidity and the completeness of this alliance 
che future of Burope depends. But what was 
i gave rise to the suspicions and misunder- 
standings of the reality of which Mr. Lloyd 
George _ — the House of Commons? 
fwo or three ys ago he expressly i 
that there had been any differences at all with 
France. They were, he affirmed, mere “ difii- 
culties,”” and nothing more. Now he confeases 
that the French went to San Remo ~“un- 
doubtedly under the impression thet Britain 
did not mean to enforce the Treaty.” That 
is just what we foretold directly we 
learnt the substance of the offensive and 
ynpolite Note which Mr. Lloyd George 
himself insisted upon having sent to France 
when she had — Germany a first practical 
lesson that the Treaty must be observed. The 
impression was natural and, indeed, inevitable. 
lt extended to Germany, as well as to France. 
We are now told that in the dispatches it was 
made clear that the difference between the 
French. and English Governments was limite 
io. questions of police and of the restoration of 
order. It was also made clear that upon dis- 
armament, reparations, and such subjects, Eng- 
land was prepared to take any action which 
could be agreed upon by the Allies. But 
clear as all this was to Mr, . Lioyd 
George, it manifestly was not at all clear 
to the French. if it ha been clear 
fo them, the dissipation of all these misgivings 
would not have been the great triumph of San 
Remo. The second misapprehension dispelled 
áit San Remo—the bogey of French “ militar 
sm "—we have always treated with the con- 
tempt which this transparently German fiction 
has inspired from the first in all who know 
France. We are sincerely glad, adds T'he 
Times, that Mr. Lloyd George has at last 
shaken it off, and that he now ta the truth 
we have so often and so vainly told him—that 
the vast majority of the le. of France are 
as much opposed to “ militarist” aggression as 
are our people at home. But really it 
eunght not to have needed a journey to 
San Remo to have taught him so elementary a 
fact in those politics which he indulgently says 
mere journalists cannot hope to comprehend as 
he does. They certainly cannot pretend to rival 
him in the pettiness which sees personal 
malignity in all fidelity to political principle. 

Commenting on the coming Conference at 
Spa, in which the Germans will participate, 
Ihe Times proceeds :—Mr. Asquith thinks that 
the Germans at Spa should have the fullest op- 
portunity for explaining their military necessi- 
ties. We are not clear whether the grant of this 
opportunity is designed by Mr. Lloyd George or 
not. We shall be surprised if it commends 
itself to French opinion more than Mr. Asquith’s 
aspiration for the admission into the Le of 
Nations of “ these who were quite recently our 
enemies,’ within “a very short time.” We 
shall not really be in a position to judge the 
value of the San Remo crop until it comes to 
harvest. The promise ie fair enough, but we 
have so often seen fair promises blasted since 
the armistice, and since the Treaty. The real 
test will come when the decisions made there 
upon paper have to be translated into acts— 
when disarmament, reparations, and the execu- 
tion of other clauses of the Treaty have to be 
made realities. Then, and not before, shall we 
learn whether the self-gratulation in which Mr. 
Lieyd George indulged yesterday is justified or 
not. He hag learned, at all events for the pre- 
sent, the indispensable necessity of a close 
union with French opinion, and he hae learned 
how it may he shaken, and how it may be 
maintamed. Tf he keeps these lessons steadily 
hefore his eves, his visit to San Remo will have 
narked_a real advance in his political education.

THE WORK OF THE LEAGUE. 


Commenting editorially upon the statement 
of Lord Grey of Falloden, as President of the 
League of Nations Union, which is published 
to-day, Vhe Times remarke—As Lord Grey 
says, “ the League depends upon public opinion.” 
It needs in each country the aid of private 
organisations, formed for the education of the 
public. “Governments by themselves,” says 
Lord Grev, “are powerless; they are beset and 
distracted “hy public detnands, pdlitical erjáes, 
and pressure of all kinds. However well dis- 
posed, they cannot have time or strength to 
foster something in which the people take no 
interest, The League of Nations, unless it 
has behind it the strong feeling and conviction 
of public opinion, will languish and die.” 
Lord Grey rightly insists that, whereas each 
Government is the Executive of one nation, 
‘he League of Nations must be kept free from 
any attempt by amy Government to use it for 
ine promotion of a separate nationa! interest— 
and we would add from any attempt to dis- 
credit it by seeking to thrust upon it a re- 
sponsibility which, with its present organisa- 
‘ion and eauipment, it is not fitted to under- 
-take., In these respecte Lord Grey's view is 
iar sounder bhan that suggested by Mr. Lloyd 
George last evening, when he said he was “all 
for substituting the League of Nations for the 
Supreme Council when the time comes.” If the 
League of Nations ever comes to be a mere 
sibetitute for a_eollection of political interests 
and individual jealousies, euch as the Supreme 
Council has largely been, it will be doomed.
